The Dominion Government stipulates that 
if the men are brought over, the transport- 
ation companies must either give them a 
cheap return fare or provide work for 
them during the winter. In other words, 
they must not be left stranded in Canada 
when the harvest is over. That safe- 
guarding provision is in the interests of 
the men themselves and also of the coun- 
try.. It is directly to the interest of the 
municipalities, since the Dominion last 
winter made it pretty clear that the muni- 
cipalities and the provinces will have to be 
responsible for relief work.

Reference to 
one’s studies in social life har been looked upon with

FORTY YEARS AGO

EXCESSIVE BOWEL ELIMINATION 

The most frequent cause of acute diarrhoea, or looseness of the bowels, ls 
an intestinal poisoning from improper food, which 1s so offensive or irritat- 
ing that the intestines endeavor to empty themselves as rapidly as possible. 
These frequent bowel movements are simply nature’s method of trying to rid 
the body of some particularly offensive substance, and 
the treatment should assist the body in this respect. 

Diarrhoea is usually accompanied by painful cramps | 
and severe straining. The bowel movements are loose, 


have bile present. There is some fever present which 
is sometimes so slight as to escape notice. The patient 
is constantly under the apprehension that 
something in the bowel which should be discharged 

The discharge of so much liquid produces a feeling 
of weakness and enervation. This is because the body 
uses the serum of the blood to supply the liquid to the 
bowels. If the body loses too much vitality in this process the disease may 
terminate fatally 

Diarrhoea is always caused by, or associated with, an inflammation of 

some portion of the intestines. The treatment should not simply mean stop- 
ping the discharge, which might lead* 
to serious after effects. The patient 
should be encouraged to drink as 
much water as possible to wash out 
the polsonous material. A small 
amount of fruit juice may be added 
Hot abdominal packs will sometimes 
zive relief, and warm enemas should 
be used. which may be followed by an 
injection of a small amount of cold 
water 

Diarrhoea may almost always be 
stonmned within a few moments by the 
proper pressure upon the spinal nerves 
affecting the intestines. But I do not 
advise this except as an emergency in 
cases of extreme weakness 

Dysentery is a severe form of diar- 
rhoea in which certain types of amoe- 
ba are present. The treatment is 
similar to the treatment of simple 
diarrhoea, except that a longer time 
may be required for a cure. Some 
drugs such as arsenic and mercury 
will produce severe diarrhoea in sus- 
ceptible people. A sudden fall in 
temperature will sometimes produce 
diarrhoea in adults. who have a toxic 
blood stream. This is because’ the 
verspiration caused by the warm wea- 
ther is stopned by the cold wave, and 
the lack of eliminatoin of toxins 
throws an additional work on the in-

Mental conflicts carry the same dif- 
ferences of true caste (not the arti- 
ficial systems) as obtain in atl rela- 
tions.
